Th* species of walnut tree beat 
known in America is th* black 
walnut, a very handsome tree of 
great value for furniture puposes 
and for its nuts. 
This tree suffered much at the 
hands of early settlers, for 
it 
stood on the most fertile soil and 
was cut down to make room for 
crops. 
For this reason It is now 
bscomlng quits scares, and the 
nuts should be planted wherever 
they will grow. 
The leaves of the tree are com­ 
pounded of from IS to 21 leaflets, 
each about three or four Inches 
l o n g ; t h e y a r e sharp-pointed, 
stalkless, and toothed along the 
margin. 
The nut-producing flowers oc­ 
cur in few flowered clusters on the 
new growth. The fruit is a round, 
furrowed nut, one to two inches 
In diameter with a green non­ 
splitting fleshy husk which turns 
black when mature. 
It is from 
this that the tree derives Its com­ 
mon name. 
Th* wood Is rich dark brown, 
hard and strong, and very dur­ 
able. 
It Is chiefly used in furni­ 
ture and gunat'yV" .beauty of Its 
markings 
rendering It 
desirable 
for th* first named purpose, while 
its strength and elasticity fit it 
for the second.

natural 
country extends from Massachu­ 
setts south to Florida, and west 
and southwest to Minnesota. No 
bras lea, Kansas and Texas.

AGAINST L A, IN BILL FOR 
METROPOLITAN WATER AREA 


In order to give the small and 
outlying communities belonging to 
the Metropolitan 
W ater 
district 
adequate 
protection 
and 
repre­ 
sentation in the control of the dis­ 
trict’s affairs, tho fram ers of the 
w ater district act have provided 
for a unique scheme of govern­ 
ment for the district. 
It happens that, In the contem ­ 
plated Incorporation, tho city of 
Los Angelo* would fa r outweigh 
all other titles in both assessed 
valuation and in voting population. 
Under any ordinary system, this 
overwhelming 
v o t i n g 
strength 
would put Los Angeles In a dom­ 
inating position and deprive an the 
cities within th* district at any 
real voice la the m anagement of 
its affairs, a position which the 
responsible officials of Los An­ 
geles ars willing to waive, ae they 
feel that the Interests of the v a r­ 
ious parts of the district will be so 
unified that no intersectional ques­ 
tion ta likely to 
arise 
In 
the 
management of the d istrict 
To meet this situation, 
It 
to 
provided that tb s 'Astrict shall he 
governed by a board of directors 
consisting of a chief executive of­ 
ficer (mayors, presidents of boards 
cf trustees, etc.,) from each and 
every city. (including, as has been 
noted, w ater districts) within the 
area of the district.

It Is this condition 
thst has driven many* cities of 
about the Bise of Santa A natto 
adopt special city , charters,

which provision similar to tbs one 
embodied In this amendment Is in­ 
cluded. 
“We believe the requirement that

section 712e, by which the votera

T bs Orangs County Farm bureau 
has secured additional trees from 
tb s University of California, includ­ 
ing a seedling cypress, from 
the 
Garden of Gethaeman*, which also 
w in be planted. The bureau also has 
secured forest tree seeds, which will 
he planted In seed beds prepared by 
the prison labor under direction of 
N orthcross 
When trees from these seeds are 
ready for transplanting, a county- 
wide picnic Is proposed and tho 
young truss, which the dem onstra­ 
tion plot shows adaptable, will be 
transplanted iu the burned area. 
Details of the plans for the plant, 
ta fo g of tho dem onstrational plot, 
January IS, ars not yet complets.

The First National bank was not 
ready for the rush; inasmuch as it 
had received none of the special 
forms sent

government. 
Two stenographers were kept busy 
throughout the day making copies 
of ths form and these were used 
in lit 
of the regulation blanks. 
Veterans who have received in­ 
surance policies are asked to sign 
a special form of note, which is a t­ 
tached to the policy and kept by 
the bank* until the note is paid. 
In 'the case of the F irst National 
bank, loans are being made only 
on a 90 day basis and the bank is 
loaning 90 per cent of 
the 
loan 
value of the policy. 
The 90-day 
rule is being adhered to as a safety 
measure tor the banks as well as 
the veteran, in that the interest 
charged Is in accordance w ith the 
current discount of 
the 
federal 
resend bank. 
If loans war* made 
for a longer period; the rate of 
exchange might increase 
or 
de­ 
crease In the meantime and the 
bank or veteran would suffer a 
loss. 
Ninety per cent of the loan value 
is all that can be procured, accord­ 
ing to Was. 
The bank w ants a 
safety margin of IC per cent be­ 
cause of the possible trouble the 
bank might 
have 
collecting 
the 
money should the veteran not t&kei 
up bls note a t lta expiration. 
Bankers declared that the banks 
will make no money on the loans. 
“We consider it a 
duty, 
in 
the 
First National bank." W. B. W il­ 
liams, vice president an» 
cashier, 
said. 
“There is no money In the 
loans for the bankers, as our rate 
of interest is seven per cent and 
not six per cent, as we shall get 
on these policies. 
We owe it to 
the boys who served during the 
war, however, and we are going to 
perform our duty.” 
Many Won’t Lean Money 
This is borne out by the fact that 
many banks throughout the country 
have announced th at they will not 
loan money 
on 
the 
policies.

stated that the bankers there did 
not want the business, In th at the 
government “red tape" would be 
too difficult to unwind when the 
time came to collect the money, lf 
It was left to the government to 
pay.

The city is divided into seven 
sones:

(d) neighbor­ 
hood 
commercial 
districts;

light industrial districts; <f) heavy

In view of the im portance of tho 
document and its provisions, Tho 
Register is presenting some of tho 
highlights of tho ordinance, with­ 
out including boundaries.

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FARM REAL ESTATE SHOWS 
STEADY UPWARD TREND IS 
VIEW OF V. S. DEPARTMENT 


Th* va}tis of farm real «stat# has 
•bown aa apparent «toady trend to­ 
ward liability Bine* the r*ak 
rf 
i n t , the bare»a 
of 
agricultural 
economic*. United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, announced to­ 
day ta a preliminary report of the 
farm real estate situation based on 
a survey berun this year by the di­ 
vision of land economics. 
Although there ie aa yet no as­ 
surance that the bottom has been 
reached, according to the report, 
the avera*: • value per acre in the 
United States has shown a steadily 
lessening rate of decline during the 
five-year period. 
The decrease In values 
up to 
March I, 112*. the last 
date 
for 
which Information is available, rep­ 
resented a decrease of about cne- 
thlrt ft*om the high point of 1920. 
Reports of the recent agricultural 
census as of January I, 925, record­ 
ed a drop of about one-fourth dur­ 
ing the preceding five-year period. 
The 1921 values, according to the 
bureau's data, were at about 
the 
level of 1|17, which in turn is about 
ti per cent above the 1912-14 aver­ 
age. regarded as pre-war. The ten­ 
dency toward stability Is reported 
to be a reflection of the moderate 
but steady upward trend of net In­ 
comes, and In the combined index 


of farm products prices since the 
low point of the depression period. 
Twc factors which the bureau be­ 
lieves may help to check further 
declines in farm values 
are an­ 
nounced reductions in farm mort­ 
gage interest rates, possible further 
easing of the credit situation conse­ 
quent upon improvement in coun­ 
try banking 
conditione and 
the 
large supply of funds seeking em­ 
ployment in the investment mar­ 
kets. and the probability that In a 
number of areas the foreclosures 
and other forced liquidations have 
exerted most of their influence on 
values. 
The 
bureau’s 
conclusions 
are 
based upon 20,000 reports from far­ 
mers, dealers, land bankerA ap­ 
praisers and others In close con­ 
tact with conditions in the farm real 
estate m arket 
The survey Is to 
be made annually and the report is 
to be known as the Farm Real Es­ 
tate Situation. 
The present preliminary report 
has been published as a 
mimeo­ 
graphed pamphlet which shows the 
trends of real estate values by re­ 
gions. and changes which have oc­ 
curred in farm ownership.

Farm Profits Decline 
"Since 1990 our agricultural plant 
has besa slowing up and running 
down aa compared with other in­ 
dustries. 
Until the beginning of 
the war the industry was faced 
with a tendency to In-ream costs 
par unit without increasing prim a 
This condition was Interrupted by 
war exigencies, only to be revived 
in 1924 when farm bankruptcies

Statistics 
presented

Tripp in regard to the participation 
of the farming industry in the to­ 
tal income of the ration show that 
in 1150 the farmers received 94.6 
par cent of the country* income;

per cent; 1920, 12.2 per cent and 
1921. 9.2 per cent 
Farms Scattered 
"Not more than three per cent 
of the "farms in this country arc 
receiving current from power lines,” 
Gen. Tripp r ports, “yet no one 
denies the desirability of electric 
service. 
“This backwardness is largely 
due to the fact that farms are so 
scattered long pole lines must De 
run in order to serve a limited 
number of customers, whose total 
consumption is comparatively small, 
and a high investment per user 
is necessary. 
Tanners now must pay rela­ 
tively higher prices for electricity

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DAVIS, Jan. 4.—From a farmers’ 
institute to a systematic study of 
fundamentals is the change made 
by the University of California In 
its annual short course for 
fruit 
growers st the university farm, 
Davis. Farmers, according to J. L. 
Stahl of the pom ology division, are 
becoming more interested 
in 
the 
science and business of agriculture. 
This year a daily course given by 
Dr. W. W. Robbins on how plants 
grow, with laboratory work, proved 
the most popular work given, and 
aas attended by every one of the 
sixty growers who stayed through 
the entire week of the short course. 
Similar work on plant diseases and 
insects is planned for next year, to­ 
gether with work on cost account­ 
ing and farm management. 
“The short courses at Davis have 
saved 110,000 on my ranch," said 
one man from Southern California 
who has been attending the courses 
for three years. 
“I learned that 
cultivation 
beyond weed control 
wa* use!*** and It has proved so 
aith us, and has saved us money. 
Methods for pruning grapes learned 
at the short courses have doubled 
our yield, and 
spraying 
methods 
have saved us a 
great deal 
of 
money." 
Similar statements are made by 
others who have 
attended 
these 
courses, and more and mere stud­ 
ents are returning for further in­ 
struction, says StahL

Horse Sores Are 
Not Laid to Bugs 


DAVIS, Jan. 6.—That summer 
sores on horses are not caused 
by larvae of insects, as commonly 
believed, has been demonstrated 
by Prof. S. B. Freeborn of the 
division of entomology and Dr. G. 
F. Hart and C. E. Howell of the 
animal husbandry division at the 
branch of the college of agricul­ 
ture, University of California, at 
Davis. 
A paper on their work, entitled 
“Confirmation of the Evidence that 
Habronema Larvae Are Not an 
Etiological Factor In Bursatee," is 
to be read at the meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science being held 
in Philadelphia this week. 
Wherever the summer sores, or 
bursatee, have been found by ob­ 
servers 
in 
other 
parts of 
the 
United States, the larvae of the 
hobronema has been present, and 
it was generally thought the sores 
were caused by these larvae en­ 
tering an abrasion in the skin. The 
larvae are parasitic in horses in 
nearly every section of the coun­ 
try. 
However, In California, the 
habronema does not exist. 
No 
trace of the larvae has been found 
either in the summer sores or as 
parasites in horses. 
The Univer­ 
sity of California scientists have 
proved, therefore, that habronema 
and summer sores are not neces- 
rlly related. 
Summer sores occur only during 
the warm weather, healing over 
when the temperature declines in 
the fall. 
No treatment has been 
found, aside from freezing, that 
will give relief. The name bursa­ 
tee was given the disease in In­ 
dia, where the sores appear during 
the warm, rainy season, and refers 
to the rains. 
The three members of the col­ 
lege 
of agriculture 
faculty 
are 
making further research into the 
cause of the disease and it is 
probable some announcement will 
be made within the year of their 
findings.

This Is in marked contrast to the 
situation a few years ago when wool 
produced in Canada was offered for 
sale In such unsatisfactory state 
that even Canadian manufacturers 
regarded the domestic product with 
indifference.

BULB-GROWING LOOKED UPON 
AS MAJOR COUNTY INDUSTRY 
BY FARM BUREAU MANAGER

Orange County Farm Bureau 
Bulb growing Is one of the latest 
and most Interesting industries of 
Orange county, but one doss not ap­ 
preciate the extensiveness until af 
tar a visit to tho Highway Bulb 
Gardons, near Anaheim. 
At this pine C. IL Hannah ha* re 
moved every other row of a nine 
acre walnut grove and planted thou­ 
sand* of bull» of many va-I sties. 
He majors his production on gladi­ 
ola and narcissus bulb*, In their 
many. varieties, but he also produces 
s large number of other flower 
bulbs, supplanting tho Dutch bulb 
Industry. 
To hoar him name off 
the varieties Is Uke visiting a for­ 
eign city or Ustenlng to an Italian 
quarrel. 
Climate Ideal 
Mr. Hannah states that he has 
found Orange county Ideal for bulb 
growing. The climat 
Is 
perfect 
and the soil In that particular spot 
is fins enough to permit ease In 
separating the bulbs and tiny bulb­ 
less, and yet It Is of a nature that 
holds moisture so that sxcesaive 
Irrigation Is unnecessary and re­ 
quires practically no fertilisation. 
The close proximity to a good mar­ 
ket for the cut flowers la also an 
advantage, according to Mr. Han­ 
nah, although ho does not depend 
on this trade except as a by-prod­ 
uct. 
As the industry grows the 
value of tho cut flower market Is 
going to depreciate and that branch 


of tho business cannot ba depend- 
ed on for a tource of apprecia­ 
ble Income. 
The average price for bulbs la aaid 
to bo about 25 cont* each with many 
of tho less deslrabls quality sail­ 
ing aa low as IO cants. Several va­ 
rieties of the Highway Bulb Gar­ 
den regularly retail tor 12.50 a bulb, 
and be also baa a few which ho 
would not sell at any prie*. Thaao 
prices make the business attractive 
but even so, tho business doss not 
savor of a get rich quick schema. 
Used for Forcing 
Occasionally, bulbs of rare or new 
species eell for fabulous prices, a 
few going as high as 21000 a bulb, 
but this la an exception rather than 
a rule and one should not enter the 
business with the expectation of 
making exceptional creations. There 
Is a growing demand for good sound 
bulbs of well known varieties. These 
bulbs ars used In th* forcing grew 
houses la th* east and, of course, 
being forced do not reproduce them­ 
selves successfully-—hence the suc­ 
cess of tho bulb garden in sunny 
California. 
There is room tor many more In 
this industry It Is stated, but a 
novice should undertake the Indus­ 
try by slow steps, developing hts 
plots as his knowledge increases. 
The bulb growers are pioneering to 
a certain extent and there Is a need 
of a certain amount of experimental 
work and an exchange of experi­ 
ences among those engaged In the 
business. 


Expansion of tho poultry Indus­ 
try la not Justified by present oon- 
dltlona says Professor Edwin C. 
Voorhles of tbs College of Agricul­ 
ture, University of California, In 
summing up the results of an in­ 
vestigation into California poultry 
condltlona Voorhles has Just pub­ 
lished his findings In Bulletin 412 
of the College of Agriculture, which 
may be had free by writing the 
college at Berkeley. 
In his sum 
mary Professor Voorhles says: 
“Poultry and eggs are produced 
In almost all parts of tho civilised 
world. 
California 
produces ap 
proximately 4 per cent of the chick 
et, eggs and less than S per cent 
of the chickens raised In the United 
Ststea During the past few years, 
and more especially during the 
past IO years, a number of Im 
portant changes have taken place 
In the poultry industry. 
These 
Changes are summarized In th* 
following discussion 
under 
eggs 
and poultry. Since California pro­ 
duces only a small part of th* na­ 
tion’s supply of both. it Is evident 
that this state cannot be consid­ 
ered entirely separate from the 
nation as a whole 
Egg Production Increases 
“Eggs are the primary 
poultry 
product of California 
Since egg 
production 
Is 
increasing 
more 
rapidly in both th* nation as a 
whole and In California than in the 
human population, the purchasing 
power of eggs has shown 
marked 
decline. 
This decline 
has 
been 
more rapid In California than In 
the country at large 
Until the 
decade 1910-1920, California was an 
Importer 
of 
eggs. 
During 
this 
period egg production Increased so 
rapidly that the state became an 
exporter. 
Indications point to the 
necessity of proceeding on this new 
basis. 
"Throughout the nation the pro­ 
duction of eggs Increased rapidly, 
largely because It was more profit­ 
able to market eggs than farm 
commodities In general. 
“The : urchasing power for Cali­ 
fornia oggs may continue to fall 
unless the product 
be 
of 
such 
quality aa to command 
premium 
on the eastern markets. 
“California’s poultry industry, be­ 
ing highly specialized, uses large 
amounts of concentrated fcodstuffa 
The poultryman Is therefore Inter­ 
ests# In the relationship between 
egg prices and feed prlcea 
Al­ 
though feed price* have been low 
as compared with general com­ 
modity prices, they have advanced 
slightly faster than jgg prices since 
1910. This advance has been off­ 
set largely by the Increase in the 
egg production per 
ten 
in 
this 
state. 
The California poultry in­ 
dustry not only pays the freight 
on eggs which are exported but in 
many instances pays freight 
>n 
feedstuffs that are imported, a (act 
which is shown by the importation 
of a large percentage of the con­ 
centrated feedstuffs used. Inferior 
eggs cannot pay freight both way*. 
Northwest Competition 
"California’s 
principal 
outside 
market has been Nev York City. 
where a demand has arisen for 
Pacific coast white eggs. 
Wash­ 
ington a: I Oregon have been Cali­ 
fornia's main Pacific coast com­ 
petitors, xnA during the past throe 
years especially have been increas­ 
ing thel • offerings on this market 
more rapidly than has California. 
Other outlets for California eggs 
have been opened up in . «rloua 
eastern seaboard cities and in some 
rn th* cities of the middle west 
and south. California eggs should 
aim to fill tho premium class, «a 
ordinary eggs are 
plentiful 
the 
country »v*r, especially in the mid­ 
dle wast; in addition, th* long haul 
makes It advisable to ship out only 
a product of high vail j.”

THE INEVITABLE TENDENCY 


The board of supervisors, in planning to break up 
the county road department, is endeavoring to retain 
something of the old organization and stop short of 
going back entirely to the old road boss system. 
We give the members of the board who are re­ 
sponsible for proposing the change credit for sin­ 
cerity of purpose. Knowing the men individually, we 
know that they are men of integrity, honest in their 
purposes in their private Affairs and their public re­ 
lations, but we differ with them emphatically in re­ 
gard to the changes they propose. 
The Register went clearly on record a few days 
ago in favor of the preservation of the county high­ 
way department. 
At that time, we said that. if the 
superintendent of the department was not giving sat­ 
isfaction to the county, he ought to be fired and a 
new man put in, but that the department ought not 
be broken up merely because some of the supervisors 
could not get along with the personnel of the present 
organization. 
We believe thcroughly in a compact organiza­ 
tion with centralized authority. 
Just ** we have al­ 
ways stood firmly for a city manager system, be­ 
cause of its advantages for executive action, just so. 
and for the same reasons, have we stood always for 
the maintenance of the county highway department. 
Under the plan. as has been proposed, we will have 
in effect, five highway departments in the county. 
First, is the paved highway contract department, which 
is a county-wide organization assigned the duty of 
getting ready for contracts for paving and the duty of 
seeing that pavement is laid in accordance with con­ 
tracts; it is lo have nothing to do with dirt roads. 
Second, each of the four supervisorial districts that 
have dirt roads, is to have its own unit, with the 
supervisor in charge over an engineer, assigned to 
two superv isorial districts. Each supervisor will work 
out his own unit as he sees fit. 
While at this time 
they feel sure that they are not going back to the old 
road boss system, which, we believe, was a dismal 
failure, the supervisors, it seems to us. will have an 
inevitable drift in that direction. 
One supervisor 
says that he is going to have a road boss in ope 
road section of his district, but not in the rest of 
the district. 
We predict that, when good citizens 
from some other section of his district come to him 
and say that they want a road boss close at home. 
he’ll give them a road boss. And if there’s one or 
two road bosses in one or two sections of his district, 
how is he going to avoid putting them in other dis­ 
tricts? Isn’t Talbert just as much entitled to a road 
boss as Garden Grove, or El Toro as Costa Mesa, or 
Silverado as West Orange, or La Habra as Orange- 
thorpe? 
We are going from a businesslike organization back 
to a system that is bound to be wrapped up in super­ 
visorial political rule. 
The supervisor who is in 
charge of his district today may fight against the in­ 
evitable tendency and stay its progress, but the man 
who succeeds him may not stay its progress, and he 
may not even try to stay its progress.

that amendment Imperial county voted “No” 
3905 and “Yes” 2498. 
San Diego voted “No” 
21.335 and “Yes” 15,247. 
The combined m a­ 
jority in favor of prohibition in the two coun­ 
ties was over 7000. 
It is quite evident that the people of those two 
border counties regard Mexicali and Tijuana as 
‘‘horrible examples” and not aa communities 
that we want duplicated in California. 
The issue on both these m atters was clearer 
in those two counties 
than anywhere 
else in 
the state; and the people are to be congratu­ 
lated on their decisive stand for decency and 
sobriety.

DANGERS OF THE SWIMMING POOL 
A Joint committee on bathing places composed of 
representatives of the American Public H ealth as­ 
sociation and of the conference of state sanitary 
engineers has Just issued a report on the hygiene 
and sanitation of swimming pools as well as of 
bathing beaches. 
Some of the suggestions made are highly tech­ 
nical, having to 
do 
w ith 
engineering 
features 
which are of interest to those managing the pool 
rather than to the ordinary user. 
However, the personal regulations suggested for 
persons using a ..swimming pool are so im portant 
that they should receive the widest publicity. Again 
and again epidemics have occurred affecting the 
eyes and the ears of persons who have used swim­ 
ming pools not properly controlled. 
Everyone using the pool should be required to 
take a cleansing shower bath w ith warm w ater and 
soap and thoroughly to rinse off all soap suds be­ 
fore entering the pool. 
Anyone leaving the pool for any reason should 
wash thoroughly before entering again. 
Any person w ith a skin disease, with sore or in 
flamed ejres, with a cold, or nasal or ear dis 
charges should be excluded from a public swimming 
pool. Anyone w ith open blisters, cuts or wounds of 
the skin should be warned th at these are likely to 
become infected if he swims In a public pool and 
advised not to use the pool. 
Bathers who constantly spit, spout w ater, oi blow 
the nose should be cautioned 
and, 
lf 
persisting, 
should be prevented from 
using 
the 
pooh 
The 
bather who blows his nose to remove w ater is likely 
to injure himself more than other person#, since 
he will force the water into his own ears and sin 
uses with probable infection, 
BJnce skin infections of the lining of the ear are 
quite frequent, divers ' '-«ould be advised to W« 
rubber caps over the ears, or to block the ears with 
greased cotton. 
In indoor pools all bathers should 
be required to w’ear rubber bathing caps. 
Suits and towels should preferably be supplied 
and cared for by the management, which win 
wash them with soap and boiling water, rinse them 
and dry them thoroughly before 
they 
ar* 
used 
again. 
Washing In cold «rater should be prohibited, 
since it does not remove infectious organisms in tits 
same mannei as is done by bolling water. 
Every artificial swimming pool for public purposes 
should he supplied with a first-aid kit containing 
tincture of iodine for treating small wounds, sterile 
gauze, absorbent cotton, adhesive tape and bandages 
sufficient to take care of mild Injuries.

When one hears that expenditures for primary and secondary 
education for public grammar and high schools have increased seven 
fold since 1910, while the population has increased but one-half, he 
must bear in mind that many states have but recently recognized 
their obligations. If in the decade to come the Btates at the lower 
end of the list bring their educational budgets up to the present av­ 
erage there will be added an immense total which will show another 
large national increase. 
With a large financial ability, California assumes its obligations 
and offers to its future citizens the best in educational opportunities. 
There is something in the report concerning which every citizen may 
be proud and something to be a perpetual challenge to the school 
men that they may make* every dollar of this large appropriation 
render its maximum in service. 
California will not lower its edu­ 
cational standards and, instead, will seek ever to elevate them. Car­ 
rying its schooling opportunities into the remote sections it meets 
with expenses not encountered by states of congested populations but 
has the satisfaction of knowing that its country boys and girls are 
not neglected. 
The public which takes pride 
in 
California’s educational 
achievements and is so willing to support the program asks only 
that the trained minds in the teaching profession, and those which 
that profession may summon into its councils, continue to direct an 
expert attention to legitimate opportunities for savings. 
Secretary 
Hoover has shown industry, including concerns which have been 
held up as models in economical operation, that there is ever an 
opportunity to eliminate waste. 
It is possible the same chances are 
present in the educational field.

Public Library and Education 


‘Kansas City Tim»» 


T hat the public schools alone can­ 
not meet the requirements for a 
general diffusion of education has 
been recognized for a*considerablo 
time. 
The public achoo! ends its 
work with most young people at 
the age» of 14 to 16. 
The institu­ 
tion that offers most for the con­ 
tinued education 
of ’ those 
who 
have no connection w ith formal 
training 1» the public library. 
For 
nearly a century now the work of 
the public library has been linked 
with that of the public school. The 
two supplement each other. 
The 
library in its present state of de­ 
velopment 
has 
an 
indispensable 
place In the training of the m a­ 
jority of pupils in the schools, in 
addition to the service it offers to 
older persons in or out of school. 
It was about ninety years ago 
that 
states 
began 
officially 
to 
recognize and provide for the es­ 
tablishment 
of 
public 
libraries. 
How 
these 
institutions 
have 
grown in numbers and usefulness, 
particularly In the last half cen­ 
tury since 
organization 
of 
the 
American Library association, is 
being recalled in connection with 
the association’s extensive exhibit 
a t 
the 
Philadelphia 
Sesqui­ 
centennial Exposition. 
In that ex­ 


hibit the Kansas City public li­ 
brary has a conspicuous place. 
It 
is one of the 6520 public libraries 
which now offer their services to 
65 million persons, or more than 
one-half 
the 
population 
of 
the 
United States. 
These institutions 
last year issued for public use a 
total of 235 
million 
volumes, 
to 
which the Kansas City library con­ 
tributed I 1-2 million. 
But great as has been the ex­ 
pansion of the 
American 
public 
library, it is evident that a further 
extension of its service is required. 
It has been shown that more than 
80 per cent of the 
people 
in the 
rural districts of the country are 
w ithout this advantage. The coun­ 
ty library, . organized on the plan 
of the city institution, has been 
developed extensively in some sec­ 
tions, and legislation, particularly 
in the states of the Central West, 
has opened the way for this im­ 
provem ent 
It is 
an 
opportunity 
which the counties should seize. 
County libraries 
would 
help 
to 
level up the advantages 
of 
the 
country with those of the city and 
aid in the maintenance of a degree 
of education and intelligence neces­ 
sary to general progress and wel­ 
fare.
